W. B. NORTHRUP DEAD 


END CAME IN OTTAWA 


Death came suddenly to W. B. 


K.C., M.A., and’ for- 


tings in the Tederal House at 
Ottawa, early last Thursday

& Roberts, Belleville, 


where he resided, Mr. Northrup 


contested East Hastings at a bye- 
election in 1892, 


He was success- 
ful, and represented that constit- 
uency in the House of Commons 
until 1896, when he was defeat- 
Again in 1900 he was return- 
held the seat until 
the general election of 1917 when 
he was defeated for the con 
lion by the late T. H. Thom; . ia. 
In the following vear he was ap- 
pointed Clerk of the House cof 
Commons, a position which he 
held until 1922, when he retired, 
and was sueceeded by Arthur 
Beauchesne, K.C., then Deputy 
Clerk. 

Mr. Northrup was a prominent 
figure of the Conservative party 
while a member of the House of 
Commons. In 1902, when Sir 
Robert Borden toured Western 
Canada, Mr, Northrup accompan- 
ied him, In his own Riding of 
East Hastings his modest major- 
ity of 71 at the general election 
of 1900 had increased to 828 in 
1904, and to 1,845 in 1908. His 
long and active career as a mem- 
ber of Parliament, coupled. with 
the briefer ‘time which he spent 
as Clerk of the House of Com- 
mons, caused him to be widely 
known both in and outside of the 
Dominion Capital. 

Mr, Northrup belonged to the 
quick-thinking, deft and polished 
school of debaters, and possessed 
a two-handed fighting capacity, 
which when he first took his seat 
marked him for preferment. 

Besides his wife he leaves one 
son, Arthur. Burial took place at 
Belleville on Saturday and was 
the occasion for an immense 
gathering of friends and admirers 
of all shades of polities, religion 
and thought.
